a2 COURT OF INQUIRY. 
A Marine Court assembled at the Har- 
pour Offica té-day to inquire inte_the cir- 
“ -eumstancea connected with tho Inss:of the 
British ‘barque Hattie HF Tapley. The 
members.of the Court wero :—Commander 
R. Mnrray Rumecy, R.N., Stipondiary 
Magistrate ; Lieut. Mill, R.N.; Onptain F. 
HL Speck, steamer Verona ; and Cap” sin L 
J. Hughes, steamor Whampoa, , 
‘Robert 8. Malcolm said—I hold a corti- 
ficate of ‘competency as master, No. 82,860, 
issued at Glasgow, dated March 1870, Iwas 
on ‘the articles of the Hattie £. Tapley as 
chief mate. Tho captain took sick in Ban- 
dakan, and aftor the ship had bean lying 
thero four weeks loaded I belivve pressure 
was brought to bear on him ts send tho 
ship away. He settled tho ahip’s affairs and 
sent her offin my charge,as acting master. 
We left on tha morning of 2nd October. 
The crew consisted gf 17 all told, Tho 
‘Alaltie B. Ta; ley is » -barquo of 027 tons, 
Wo had light ‘nnd: variable winds and fine 
“weather up till 29th October: Then we 
encountered a heavy N.E. glo, which 
caused tho ship to strain and make much 
water.
